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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This office action is in response to amended claim of Application no. 10/565,006 
submitted on August 31 , 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim states "a card is located parallel and contiguous 
to said wirings, but spaced from said pads. It is indefinite with respect to which plane of 
the wirings is the card parallel and contiguous to. The Examiner takes the position that 
the card is adjacent and resides above said wirings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Yamaguchi (US Pub no. 2003/0071331 A1). 
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Regarding claim 1, Yamaguchi et al. discloses pads 5 (fig. 12), and a plurality 
of wirings 3 being part of 4 electrically connected to the pads 5 (fig. 12), wherein said 
wirings 3 being part of 4 are located for contacting bumps, contact terminal, on a 
probe card (fig. 8), when such a card is located parallel and contiguous to said wirings 3 
being part of 4, but spaced from said pads 5 (fig. 8 & 12). 

Regarding claim 2, Yamaguchi et al. discloses at least two of said wirings 3 
being part of 4, both of which physically contact one of said bumps, contact terminal, 
without touching each other (fig. 8). 

Regarding claim 3, Yamaguchi et al. discloses each of said wirings 3 being 
part of 4 has at least one bent or angular portion for directly contacting one or more 
bumps (fig. 1 & fig. 8). 

Regarding claim 4, Yamaguchi et al. discloses said wirings 3 being part of 4 
have separable portions (fig. 1). 

Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The following reference(s) are cited for disclosing related 
limitations of the applicant's claimed and disclosed invention: JP 10107101 A & Sakai et 
al. (US 6,249,114 B1). Sakai et al. discloses an inspection probe capable of making 
simultaneous contact with a plurality of terminals.
